Washington, Feb. 12, (/P)— Confi­ 
dence that Europe's monetary prob. 
lems will be settled satisfactorily was 
expressed today by Secretary Houston 
In a review 
of the international fi­ 
nancial situation. 
Tltis country 
is constantly fur. 
nishing Europe capital with which 
to reconstruct the economic life of 
nations there said Mr. Houston, ex­ 
plaining that advances a re being 
made in tlie same way that Europe 
aided this country in time of dis­ 
tress in the past not by government 
loans so much as by indirect methods 
such as private loans, sale of surplus 
army equipment and the absorption 
of high grade investment securities 
offered in markets here by European 
holders. The secretary estimated that 
Europe had received approximately 
$4,000,000,000 from 
this 
country 
since the armistice was signed. 
The position of the United States 
treasury was said by the secretary 
to be very strong and on Monday 
the last issue of "lo a n ” certificates 
of indebtedness, about 
$60,000,000 
will be released, leaving no outstand. 
ing floating loan in the sense of 
short term certificate requiring to be 
refunded at maturity Tax certificates 
outstanding amount to $2,935,949,- 
000 all of which 
will be paid 
by 
forthcoming income and profits tax­ 
es. 
Altogether, Secretary TIousvon de. 
din ed to agree with the pessimistic 
view of some public men who foresaw 
a financial crash and asserted that

Secretary Houston’s statement fol­ 
lows in part:

‘‘Although the treasury will, of 
course, be obliged to borrow from 
time to time to meet the current de­ 
ficit (which in January amounted to

corporation, the fact that the treas­ 
ury has no uncovered maturities is of 
immense importance. So long as the

The whole color of the picture would 
of cjDurse be changed if congress 
should embark upon new expendi­ 
tures on a large scale. 
The whole 
problem today is that of giving the 
people time and will to save capital 
sufficient to enable them to absorb 
that part of the war issues which is 
still owned or loaned upon banks and 
as well the flood of secruities which 
are being pressed upon our markets 
from foreign sources in consequence 
of the extreme depression in Euro­ 
pean exchanges. 
"In that connectio n it is inter­ 
esting to observe that the impres­ 
sion in high grade investment securi. 
ties i nthis country at the present 
tme is to a very important extent 
the result of heavy selling of such 
securities in our markets from for­ 
eign sources. 
This, 
as 
Secretary 
Glass said in his annual report, is 
one of the processes wh’ch Is stimu­ 
lated by the very position of the ex­ 
c h a n g e s which it tends to correct. 
By absorbing these high grade invest, 
ment securities tho American people 
are furnishing the capital to Europe
